voured to go into Macedonia, 
anurediy gathering that the Lord 
had called us for to preach the 
goſpel unto them. 

ir Therefore loofing from 
Troas, we came with a ftraight 
courſe to Syumothraci:, and the 
next day to Neapolis; 

12 And frem thence to Phi. 
ppi, which is the chief city of 
that part of Macedonia, ar! a 
colony, and we were in that city 
abiding certain days. 

13 And on the ſabbath we 
went out of the city by a river 
fide, where prayer was wont to 
be made, and we lat down, and 
ſpake unto the women which re- 
iorted thither. 

14 J And a certain womn 
named Lydia, a ſeller of purple, 
of the city of Thyatira, which 
worſhipped God, heard us: whole 
heart the Lord opened, that me 
attended unto the things Which 
were ſpoken of Paul. ; 

15 And when ſhe was baptized, 
and her houſhold, ſhe betought 
us, ſaying, If ye have judged me 
to be faithful to the Lord, come 
into my kouſe, and abide H. 
and ſhe conſtrained us. 

16 J And it came to paſs as 
we went to prayer, A certain 
damſel poſſeſſed with a ſpirit of 
divination met us, which brought 
3 maſters much gain by ſeoth- 
ay ing.

and ns, and cried, 1aying, Theſe 


men are the ſervants of the moſt 
high God, which ſkew unto us 
the way of ſalyation. 

18 And this did ſhe many days.

19. 4 And when her maſters 
ſaw that the hope of their gains

2, Who having received ſuch 
a charge, thruſt them into the 
inner pr1ion, and made their feet 
fait in the ſtocks. 

25 J And at midnight Paul 
and Silas prayed, and {avg prai es 
unto God: and the priſoners 
heard them.

25 And ſuddenly there was a 
great earthquake, ſo that the 
foundations of the priſon were 
ſhaken: and immediately ail the 
dosts were opened, and every 
one's bands were looſed. 

27 And the keeper ot the pri- 
ſon awaking out of his ſleep, 
and ſeeing the priſon-docrs 
open, he drew out his ſword, and 
would have killed hieiſelf, ſup-

28 But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, iaying, Do thyielf no 
harm: for we are all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, 
and tprang in, and came trem- 
bling, and feil down before Paul 
and silas; 

35 And brought them out, and 
ſud, Sirs, what muſt 1 do to be 
ſa ved: 

31 And they ſaid, Believe on 
tie Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and thou 
halt be ſaved, and thy houſe.

Jeruiaiem, ſaying, Aiter 1 
have been there, I Mult alto fee 
Rome. 

22 So he ſent into Macedonia 
two of them that miniſtered unto 
him, Timotheus and Eraftus : but 
he himſelf ſtayed in Ana for a 
ſeaſon. 

23 And the ſame time there 
arote no ſmall itir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named 
Demetrius a fiiver-imith, Which 
made filiver thrines tor Diana,

26 Morecver, ye fee and hear 
that not alone at Epheſus, but 
almoſt throughout ail Aſia, this 
Paul hath perſuaded and turned 
away much people, ſaying that 
they be no gods which are made 
With kands: ' 

27 So that not only this our 

crait is in danger to be ſet at 
nought ; but alſo that the tem- 
ple of the great goddeſs Diana 
ſhould be ge: piied, and her mag- 
niſicence ſhon!d be deſtroyed, 
whom all Aſia and the world 
worthippeth. 
28 And when they heard he? 
ſazmgs, they were full of wrath, 
and cried out, ſaying, Great is 
Dizna of the Epheuans. 

29 And the whole city was 
filled with confuſion ; have 
ing caught Gaius and Ariitar- 
chus, mei of Macedonia, Paul's 
companions in travel, they rutn- 
ed with one accord into the 
theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have 
entered in unto the people, the 
.diiciples ſuffered him not. 

1 And certain of the chief of 
Aſta, Which were his friends, 
ſent unto him, defiring him that 
he would not adventure himtelf 
into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one 
thing, and ſome another: ſor 
the afembly was confuſed, and 
tie more part knew not where- 


tore they were come together. 
3 And they drew Alexander 
out of the multitude, the Jews 
putting him forward: and 
Alexander beckoned with the 
hand, and would have made his 
deience unto the people.

34 But when they knew that 
he was a Jew, all with one voice 
about the ſpace of two hours 
cried out, Great is Diana ot the 
Epheſians. 

35 And when the town-clerk 
had appeaied the peeple, he 
iaid, Te men of Epheſus, what 
man is there that knoweth not 
how that the city of the Ephe- 
ſtans is a worihipper of the great 
goddeis Diana, and of the image 
which fell down from jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that theie 
things cannot be ſpoken againſt, 
ye ought to be quiet, and to do 
nothing raſhly. 

37 For ye have brought hither 
theſe men, which are neither 
robbers of churches, nor yet 
blaſphemers of your goddeſs, : 

33 Wherefore if Demetrius and 
the crait/imen which are with 
him have a matter againſt any 
man, the lavr is open, and these 
are deputies ; let them implead 
one another.

Thus, two kingdoms were formed; that 
of Vel, which comprehended the ren revolted tribes, that of Ju- 
dal, which conſiſted of the two tribes faithful to Rehoboam. 

Jeroboam was the firſtking of Jrael; which kingdom lafted about 
two hundred and fifty years. This prince, fearing his ſubjects would - 
return to Rehobo em, king of Judah, ſhould they ge to Jeruſalem 
on the ſolemn feſtivals to worſhip Go in the temple, and to offer 
their ſacrifices, ſet 2 a falſe worſhip, twe golden calves, which - 
they adored under the name of the Gop of 1/rae!, He inftituted 
folemn feaſts an ny ; thus was idolatry eſtabliſhed in the king- 
dom of Iſrael. All the ſucceeding kings of rae! kept up the ido- 
latry which Jerobaam had eſtabliſhed. G05 ſent ſevera 5 
to the ten tribes, to preſerve the knowledge of himſelf among 
them. The moſt eminent of rheſe was Elah: he propheſied in 
the time of Ahab, one of the wickedeſt of the kings of /facl. At. 
laſt the kingdom of the ten tribes was captivated in the time of 
Haſea, the laft king of Vael, by Salmaneſer, who carried them 
away into Aria, from whence they were diſperſed into divers 
countries, and have never ſince returned to their own land. 

The kingdom of Judah laſted an hundred and thirty years lon- 
ger than Frael. Its capital city was Fruſalem, where the true 
GoD was worſhipped in Solomon's temple. Idolatry crept alſo 
into this kingdom. Cop fent prophets from time to time, who 
threatened them with His 8 for their fins, and who 
foretold the coming of the Mefhas. Iſaiah was one of the moſt 
eminent of theſe. prophets. There were alſo ſome kings in 
Judah, who endeavoured to aboliſh idolatry, as 7elmſhaphat, He- 
Zebiah, Jaſal, &c. But the prople perſevering in their fins, GOD, 
after he had long, threatened them, deftroyed alſo the kit dom of 
Judah. In the reizn of Zedetizh, the laſt king of Judah, Feruſalem 
was beſieged, and taken; both it and the temple burned, and the peo- 
ple led away captives to Babylon by Nebuckadnezzar.This happen- 
ed about four hundred and twenty years after the foundation of
